An alarm was immediately given 
and hundreds of people gathered on 
the banks of the river and several 
rescue boats, divers and drag poles 
were soon at work. The water at 
the place where the body went 
down is about twelve or fifteen 
fect deep, After more than an 
hour the body was located about 
one hundred yards from where it 
was last seen and brought to the 
surface by Philip Ham, one of the 
rescue party. The body was car- 
ried to a local undertaking parlor 
but efforts to resuscitate were fu- 
tile, although this work continued 
for several hours. 

Ruthie Mae was the daughter of 
the late Mr. and Mrs. Ben S., 
Reeves, and made her home with 
her uncle, Postmaster J. W. Mad- 
dox. She was a _ very popular 
young girl and news of her tragic 
death cast a pall of sadness over 
the entire city. She is survived by 
one brother, Harold Reeves; two 
sisters, Mrs. Neva Fredericks and 
Rosa Lee Reeves; and a number 
of other relatives.

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SENATE GROUP TO 
RE-COUNT ALABA- 
MA’S BALLOTS 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—The 
senate elections sub-committee in 
charge of the Heflin-Bankhead 
contest decided today to make a 
recount of the ballots cast in the 
election despite Senator Bank- 
head’s motion to dismiss the con- 
test. 

The committee reached its deci- 
sion in an executive session follow- 
ing an open hearing at whieh coun- 
sel for Bankhead contended that 
the terms of former Senator Hef- 
lin’s complaint were too vague to 
warrant consideration, 

Heflin, who was defeated by 
Bankhead in the November elee- 
tions, asked the committee for a re- 
count of the ballots cast in every 
one of Alabama’s 67 counties, 
charging widespread corruption in 
the election, 

The sub-committee Monday de- 
cided to make a sample recount of 
the ballots cast in the general 
election last November. Heflin is 
to supply the sub-committee with 
the names of not more than ten 
counties in the State in which he 
charges gross fraud and irregula- 
rities and’ the sub-committee will 
proceed to have the ballots in these 
counties recounted. Should sub- 
stantial irregularities be discover- 
ed, the committee will then pro- 
ceed to recount the ballots In all 
of the counties, but, should no 
grave irregularities be found in 
these sample counties, the sub-com- 
mittee will eall upon Heflin to 
file specific charges of fraud or ir- 
regularities in the other counties. 
Then it will pass upon the suffici- 
ency of these charges before pro- 
ceeding with the lengthy and ex- 
pensive recount that would be nec- 
essary to canvass the entire State.

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REFUGEE TELLS OF 
TOWNS BURNED BY 
NICARAG’AN BANDS 


MOBILE, April 21.—Robert C. 
Sellers of Chapel Hill, N. C., first 
refugee from the  terror-ridden 
Nicaraguan revolution area to 
reach Mobile, related a story of 
bandit fighting and burned towns 
when he arrived here on board the 
United Fruit Company steamer, 
Nicaro. Excited refugees fleeing 
to any point of safety and fearing 
constantly they would be molested 
by some of the bandits, told almost 
unbelievable stories, he said, of 
how they had been forced to aban- 
don their homes and seek safety 
elsewhere. 

Sellers left Cabo Gracias a Oias 
Monday of last week, believing, he 
said, it would be best to come back 
to his home land. Two days after 
his departure, a report reached him 
that the town had been raided and 
burned by bandits. When his 
steamer passed there later it ap- 
peared to be very peaceful, he de- 
clared. 

“We found it had not been burn- 
ed,” he said, “and while it appear- 
ed to be quiet, you cannot tell 
about those towns on such occa- 
sions.” 

He expressed fear for the safe- 
ty of friends he had known in the 
territory. He mentioned one in 
particular, a wireless operator by 
the name of E. C. Lester, who had 
one of the three guns in the pos- 
session of foreigners. It had been 
smuggled_in by the radio operator, 
according to Sellers. The other 
two guns were owned by the chief 
of police and himself. 

“There are about 300 natives 
down there and only three Ameri- 
cans, several Germans and a Brit- 
isher. The Indians hate the Amer- 
icans and decide among themselves 
who will be the next “Arierican to 
get.’ There is not much water or 
food there,” he said, 

Furthermore, the Americans do 
not feel very safe on account of 
the inimical attitude of the natives, 
Sellers declared. 

Sellers was in the Nicaraguan 
revolution territory about 10 days, 
having gone there to work. Upon 
his arrival he found the position he 
was supposed to get was not avail- 
able and after realizing the revolu- 
tionary “condition of the country 
decided to return home,

RAMBER, Ala., April 20.—Jeth- 
ro Thomas, 16-year-old son of 
Mrs. Wiley Thomas of the Salem 
community, was killed when he be- 
cam tangled in the harness after 
being thrown from a mule, and 
was dragged for several miles to 
his home. After finishing the day’s 
plowing, the boy unhitched the 
mule and got on him to ride home. 
The mule, which had never been 
ridden before, became unruly and 
threw the boy, who was caught in 
the harness as he fell. The boy liv- 
ed about 2 hors after being found. 
Funeral services were held at 
Salem. He is survived by his 
mother, Mrs. Wiley Thomas, four 
sisters and two brothers.

Farmers Increase “Live 
At Home” Crops 


Alabama farmers are planting 
more gardens and feed crops and 
are expanding their milk, egg and 
poultry production in response to 
an appeal voiced early in the year 
to live at home in 1931. 

This is reported in a survey of 
the farming situation in Alabama 
issued by F. W. Gist, state and 
federal statistician, who said 
“there is a strong disposition to 
keep down expenses, which is be- 
ing expressed in decreased pur- 
chases of fertilizers and an effort 
to economize in every possible 
way.” 

“Oat acreage has been heavily 
increased, which will supplement 
the feed shortage by the middle of 
May,” Mr. Gist said. ‘Peaches 
are promising a better yield this 
year, with a present condition of 
78 against 65 last Spring at this 
time. The condition of Irish po- 
tatoes is at present 79 per cent of 
normal compared with 72 per cent 
a year ago. 

“The searcity of feed supplies 
on the farm is reflected in the fact 
that the percentage of corn now 
on farms from the crop of last 
year is 82, while a year ago there 
was 41 per cent of the 1929 crop 
still on farms. 

“Beg production on April 1 av- 
eraged 48 eggs per day per 100 
hens, compared with 50 a year 
ago; but the hatchings of chicks 
this year amount to 84 per cent of 
the number of hens against a 
hatching of 71 per cent last April. 

“The production of milk per 
cow giving milk this year averages 
1.43 gallons, compared with 1.55 
last April; but the proportion of 
all cows giving milk at present is 
55 against 51 a year ago. 

“Pasture conditions are not so 


favorable this Spring, the condi- trict agent. 


tion being 60 per cent of normal, 
compared with 67 last Spring at 
this time.”

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AL’BAMA - FLORIDA 
PEANUT GROWERS 
FORM ASSOCIATION 


DOTHAN, April 17,.—Leading 
peanut growers of Alabama and 
Florida met here today and orga- 
nized the Alabama-Florida Coop- 
erative Peanut Association, 

Dr. W. C. Braswell of Elba was 
elected president; W. B. Pender of 
Greenwood, Fla., first vice-presi- 
dent; N. C. Wood of Abbeville, 
second vice-president; J. O, De- 
Loney of Ozark, secretary, and D. 
F. Snell of Dothan, treasurer. The 
officers and the following were 
elected directors: Bufford Kyser of 
Goshen, Joe Peacock of Hartford, 
J. L. Gantt of Gantt, A. D. Jack- 
son of Glenwood, and GC. M. Par- 
rish of Greenville. 

Articles of incorporation, by- 
laws, and a marketing agreement 
Were prepared and adoptel by the 
directors. The purpose of the as 
sociation, as stated, is to “ pro- 
mote, foster, encourage, and en- 
gage in the business of marketing 
peanuts.” 

The growers were addressed by 
Charles S. Wilson, member of the 
Federal Farm Board, who urged 
them to take charge of their own 
business, gave assurance that the 
Farm Board would render all as- 
sistance possible to the new orga- 
nization. 

“By passing the agricultural 
marketing act,” he said, “the Gov- 
ernment recognized agriculture as 
an industry and established a poli- 
cy towards this industry, which is 
to promote the organization and 
operation of cooperative marketing 
associations, grower-owned and 
grower-controlled, He said that 
under this act the government is 
now rendering to agriculture aid 
similar to that it has for many 
years rendered banking, manufac- 
turing and other industries. 

Pointing out that the new orga- 
nization would encounter strong 
opposition from groups opposed to 
farmers transacting their own busi- 
ness, he urged them to stand firm 
in support of their own agencies. 

Director L. N. Duncan of the 
Auburn Extension Service, presid- 
ed. Speakers included Emmett 
Sizemore, district’ agent; A. EB 
Gibson, head of peanut division, 
Federal Farm Board; Dr. Braswell, 
A. P. Spencer, vice-director, Flori- 
da Extension Service, and others. 

Organization of the cooperative 
came as the result of several weeks’ 
work in the peanut area, largely 
in Southeast Alabama, by a com- 
mittee appointed by Edward A. 
O’Neal, Farm Bureau president. 
This committee was composed of 
Dr. Braswell, Mr. Sizemore, G. W. 
Ray, county agent, Ozark; J. A. 
Beatty, Farm Bureau director of 
field service; J. B. Sylvest, manag- 
er of the Farm Bureau produce 
department, and R. G. Arnold, dis- 


Representing the Farm Bureau 
as a member of the executive com- 
mittee, Dr. Braswell assured the 
growers that the Farm Bureau 
would assist the association in 
launching the new venture. Of- 
fice space and other facilities of 
the Farm Bureau would be provid- 
ed if desired, he said. He explain- 
ed that one of the functions of the 
Farm Bureau, a general-purpose 
farm organization, is to assist 
growers in setting-up commodity 
marketing associations. 

Director Duncan assured the 
growers that the Alabama exten-j 
sion service would also render all 
help possible to make the assovia- 
tion effective in the interests of 
producers. 

Gibson announced that it is ex- 
pected similar organizations will be 
formed in Georgia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, and Virginia. Lat- 
er he added, the intention is to 
form a national peanut marketing 
association. 


Kindred Gets Two Years 
For Murder At Troy 


Willie Kindred, whose trial last 
week drew one of the largest 
crowds ever seen at the county 
court house, was found guilty of 
manslaughter and his sentence 
fixed at two years by the trial 
jury, into whose hands his fate 
Was given. 

Kindred was on trial for the 
murder of his uncle, J. Alex Kind- 
red, which occurred last February 
21st, at Saco, in the northern part 
of Pike County. 

Sensational evidence introduced 
at the last minute by the defense 
attorneys, when Mrs. Alex Kind- 
red, widow of the slain man, was 
put on the stand, was no doubt re- 
sponsible for the light sentence 
drawn by the defendant.
